At least twice with- 
in the past 15 years polls have 
been taken here to see if the sub- 
scribers wished to have this situa- 
tion changed, and those in charge 


felt that while there was a majori- | 


ty in favor of elimination of the 
charge, it was not a large enough 
majority to warrant making any 
such change. A limited system was 
put into effect after the last poll, 
but it has not proved acceptable 
to the large majority of users. 

It would be well to conduct an- 
other poll to see if the prepon- 
derance of opinion has changed 
any since the last poll was taken 
eight years ago. While the Towns. 
man feels that the differentiation 
between the two districts is an un- 
justifiable one, nevertheless it 
would be obviously unfair to change 
the system unless there was a real 
demand for a change. It is under- 
stood that merging with the Law- 
rence district would mean giving 
Andover users a higher base rate. 
This would mean that to some 
people who call Lawrence _ infre- 
quently the total charge would be 
higher, but to those who have fre- 
quent cause to call Lawrence the 
total would be lower. A higher base 
rate would of course be justifiable 
since such a merging would make 
the telephone so much more use- 
ful. 

The entire ramifications of such 
a proposal should be explained 
carefully to the subscribers, and 
then they should be asked for their 
opinion. If enough people want the 
charge eliminated, it should be—if 
not, it should remain just as it is.

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Adventurers Flourishing As Third Year As 
Community Theatre Ends 


In these days of constant and 
e is likely to 
be more or less transitory for 
many things and institutions. Styles 
change with the seasons, last 
year’s best seller is a back num- 
ber now, and organizations with an 
enthusiastic membership in 1986 or 
87 are decrepit if not deceased. 

It is with a certain feeling of 
awe that the Adventurers realize 
that at the hoary age of three 
there are no signs of senility; in- 
deed life seems just at its prime. 

Through the fall of 1935 a small 
group of enthusiasts from the Pun 
chard Alumni held some informal 
gatherings in the interest of dra- 
matics. This group formed the nu- 
cleus for the organization which 
held its first business meeting on 
January 13, 1936 and elected Eric 
Hulme president. So great was the 
confidence of the group that $225 
was voted for the first show, 
though no treasury existed. And 
so generously did the public sup- 
port that first show that the ex- 
penses were covered. 

“The purpose of this club,” to 
quote from its constitution, “shall 
be to provide opportunity for par- 
ticipation in dramatic production.” 
Its educational value was recog- 
nized by the State of Massachusetts 


when tickets for performances 
were made tax-exempt. 

Membership was divided into 
three classes: active, which re- 


quires the candidate to take active 
part in the work of the organiza- 
tion; associate, and sustaining. As- 
sociate members are those who 
lend support by purchasing season 
tickets. Sustaining members are 
those who contribute at least $5 
annually to the club. Those who 
were members as of May 11, 1936, 
sixty-nine in number, were made 
Charter members. 


The constitution also stated that 
“All income of the Club shall be 
used for the benefit of the club,’ 
and the need of protection for such 
a non-profit organization being 
recognized, a sinking fund ‘was 
created. 

The first production, given in the 
spring of 1936, was “Candlelight.” 
Since that time seven other plays 
have (‘been presented: “The First 
Mrs. Fraser,” “The Bad Man,” “The 
Enchanted April,” “Path of Glory,” 
“Duley,” “The Wind and the Rain.” 


and “The Middle Watch.” Besides 
the activities required for these 
public performances there have 


been the monthly meetings, which 
attempt to educate members in va- 
rious phases of dramatic work and 
give novices a chance to earn 
their wings. 

The machinery of play produc- 
tion is complicated. Its synchroniz- 
ing qualities must be judged by the 
performances themselves. First, 
play-reading committee goes 
into action. ‘A policy of selecting a 
variety of types is maintained 
whenever possible. Certain definite 
limitations to play selection must 
also be recognized: box office ap- 
peal, number and difficulty of sets 
called for, casting problems, and 
finances. One or another of these 
has been responsible for the rejec- 
tion of many fine plays. 

Once a play has been recom- 
mended by the reading committee 
and accepted by the executive 
committee, the task of casting be- 
gins. Tryouts are conducted, as be- 


casting. A director must be found 
who is skilled and who has the 
welfare and ideals of the organi- 
zation at heart. Fortunate indeed 
is a group which can boast three 
local directors as fine as the Ad- 
venturers have had. An assistant 
director chosen from the active 
membership prompts, conducts 
line rehearsals, makes helpful 
notes during rehearsals, and is in- 
valuable to the coach. After the 
director has spent a week or so 
blocking out the work, rehearsals 
begin, lasting usually about six 
weeks. A special effort is made to 
develop small parts, on the theory 
that they do much to make a show 
workmanlike. 

Meanwhile the workshop is 
a beehive of activity. The crew 
learn to design the set, to build a 
working model to exact scale, to 
revise plans as necessary, to build 
set frames and cover and flame 
proot them, to paint the set. Set 
pieces must also be constructed. 
A few days before the performance, 
the back stage crew begin the re- 
hearsals which enable them to set 
up and shift sets quickly and ac- 
curately. 

The properties committees must 
provide the required furniture and 
hand props. Since the latter are 
used in rehearsals, those respon- 
sible must attend. Sound effects 


and lighting may both require 
hours of planning, experimenta- 
tion, and construction. The cos- 


tume committee must do research, 
collaborate with director and pro- 
duction manager, and be on hand 
for the dress rehearsal and the 
show itself. Correct character 
makeup must be provided, often 
under very trying backstage con- 
ditions. 
While all 
ty is 


this production activi- 
moving towards its climax 
the publicity and ticket commit- 
tees must keep the show before 
the public and do everything pos- 
sible to please the patrons. The 
press, the radio, poster display, 
the telephone, and the postal sys- 
tem, are all employed. 

The average cost of show pro- 
duction has been approximately 
$250. Whenever practicable the 
money is spent locally. About 
$100 a year goes for rentals—the 
meeting rooms, the workshop, and 
the auditorium. Three years ago 
the club was without funds or 
property. Now there is on hand 
equipment to the value of about 
$800, exclusive of labor cost. The 
sinking fund is well on the way to 
completion. And this has been ac- 
complished in the face of a reduc- 
tion in the price of associate mem- 
bership this year. This reduction 
was made as a gesture to the pub- 
lic who so generously support the 
club. That it was appreciated is 
attested to by the sound financial 
condition of the club and by the 
growing membership,
